TO GIVE UP FINERY

Forego Spring Millinery and
Contribute to Political Fund,

Leaders Ask

Suffragists in Philadelphia and the
counties have been urged to forego

the luxury of new spring bonnets and

a delegation of local suffragists to the
Itepubllcan national convention In Chi-

cago, and the Democratic national con-

vention in St. Louis, this summer.

contribute to the general fund now being
ralbed to send a delegation.
